The August 1, 1953 » issue of the "Armenian Tribune" on page two, columns 
four and five, carried an article entitled "Krupp Eti^pire Helped to Rise Again 
F!roffl Ruins". The article criticized the action of the United States High 
Commissioner of Germany John J KcCloy who had ordered that Alfred KRUPP. 44 
year old heir to the KRUPP estate who had been sentenced to 12 years in prison 
be freed and his property restored* The article stated "the American people 
were recently told that the mighty KRUPP entire, symbol of the German munitions 
trust, had finally been destroyed* On the face of it various lUmPP enterprises 
were disbursed* Apparently the goal of decartelisation was being carried out. 
Actually, however, the KRUPP operation is part of the building of a new cartel 
system In the Ruhr perfectly designed for arms production." 
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
